England ing an adaptive na- 
tion, learne and finds a home for new-fancied 
expressions of all sorts, shielding herself when 
attacked on the polat with the excuse that 
they are not of ber own manufacture; but the 
passer of bad coins is every whit as guilty as 
the colper, and Engiand’s ready indorse- 
ment of ajl the vulgar vocabuability 
to invent slang for ‘herself. Slang is 
of very modern date. There was much 
homeliness end no littie coarseness in some 
of the seyings of the famous writers, and 
perhaps more facetiousness apd signiticance 
amongst our great humorists than will be 
found pow:a-days; but we see little or no tend- 
ency to slang. Even in the famous high- 
wayman's opera, Gay, whosheuld have known 
his subject, gives ue nothme in the conver- 
sations of bis lowest characters which requires 
a glossary; while Dean Swift, bad such a com- 
modity ag slang existed, would never have 
omitted to garnish his works with it for the 
g of posterity. Dictionaries of slang 
ave been published since bis day, and the 
latest een a founded on Grose’s famous 
book, attained to goodly dimensions; for 
slang is on the increase, and no stand has been 
mace against it, because everybody. from the 
highesyto the lowesi, cultivates and speaks it, 
WHAT Is SLANG? 

Words whieh are not to be foucd in any 
etendard dictionaries, and which are unautnor- 
ized by e¢rammatical or literary precedent, are 
out the 
lengtu and breadth of the land by all degrees 
of men indiscriminately. The use of vulgar 
equivalents distinguishes all Englishmen, and 
it would weary cur readers, and certainly aot 
enlighten them, were we to treat them to a 
complete list, corrected up to date, of the 
synonyms for some of the generic words in 
commonest use, For money alone there are 
seventeen equivalents, without counting the 
slang terms applied to the various species of 
coins, or the diflerent expressions used to 
signify the being rich or poor. As might be 
expected, in England the synonyms for 
drunkenness are p'entiful, amounting to no 
less than thirty-two; end for ose article of 
drink, fraitinl in producing these names, 
namely, “‘gin,’’ we have ten different equiva- 
lente.

Then, there have 
been men, and men of great foree, who en- 
tirely lsck the capacity of rousitg capacity in 
other men—mep, even, whose ability dimin- 
i-hes that of those with whom they are 
brought in contact, and no sucb man will 
ever make a considerable general. We 
have a notion, which we only put 
forward as a notion, not a con- 
viction, thab Napoleon III. had this 
strange negative oer that contact with 
him distinetly dimi the natural ability 
of his agents, and that this was one reason of 
bis marked failure as a leader of armies. 
Statesmen in his closet became fools, and 
generals lanbeciles, till, as Pelissier sald, even 
a telegraph to bis private cabinet was a cause 
of defeat. Almost everybody:knowse of such 
men, whom he reckons perhaps, neverthe- 
less, among his ablest acquaintances, 
one such man exists probably in the Britisn 
Cabinet. No amourt of force or ability for 
busivess would make such a man a general. 
Nor 36 1t possible to make a leader in the 
field out of a man, however cdmpetent, 
otherwie, whose mind works very slowly, or 
who fears responsibility, or, we sbould be in- 
clined to add, wh »e mind is so deficient in 
sympathy that he can never reckon up what 
his enemy is likelytodo. Aftermuch reading 
al history, we should be inclineg to point 
to that as the secret of most, if not all the 
defcate, of William LIL And above all, no 
man is a general whose mind 1s without a 
certain loneliness, a capacity of belog stronger 
for the absence of advice, or guidance, 
or covtrot. The better committee-man a 
man is, simply because he will have habituated 
bis mind to rely on aid which in war can 
bardjy be forthcoming, a ga b ing, 
like any other work of art, properly a whole, 
not to be evolved out of any amount of con- 
joint celiberation. The general must be a 
man in whom self-dependence acts as a heat- 
ipg, not as a depressing quality—the latter 
beipg, we remark en passant, the special dit- 
fieuity of all democratic leaders. We sup- 
pose we must not speak of the faculty of 
command; for, although the men are often 
found who are apparently without it, it is 
probable there is no able man in whom it 
might vot be developed. But clearly leader- 
slip 18 a gift often so independent of all other 
qualities as toseem an unfair accident, and 
uis gitt is indispeneable to the general. 

The truth we take to be that a general at 
all above the “average *‘good-officer’’ kind, 
must be poesessed of a combination of capaci- 
tics which is extremely unusual, while in the 
great general there must exist something 
which fuses that combination into a har- 
monious whole. What that something is it 
would be as difficult to define as it is to de- 
fine genings itself, but we believe that mental 
coup @ ail comes very vear to a description 
of it; that a sort of divination ts to the 
relation o1 means end ends in war, a divina- 
tion wholly apart from, yet dependent on, a 
variety of special faculties is the secret of 
military genius. This is vot “‘apprehensive- 
uess,” butsromething iofivitely larger. Napo- 
leou couid tell, as it were, without caleuliutio >, 
bs what we have called divination, tha’ ¢
